Dear  Friends:  If  you  will  give  me  your  kind  atten- 
tion, I  will  relate  to  you  the  story  of  an  unusual  class— 
the  most  wonderful  class  that  ever  happened  to  leave 
Reidsville  High,  we  think.  Its  life  continued  hut  four 
short  years,  but  each  one  was  crowded  with  fun  and 
excitement.  The  memories  of  these  days  will  linger 
in  the  hearts  of  each  member  of  the  Class  of  1950. 

Our  Class  had  its  beginning  in  1937.  During  the 
first  eight  years  in  school  we  learned  the  basic  funda- 
mentals of  general  education.  It  seems  now  as  if  those 
eight  years  before  high  school  were  equal  to  eight  days, 
for  before  we  knew  it  we  had  advanced  to  the  ninth 
grade.  Those  first  few  days  of  high  school  brought  a 
special  thrill  to  all  of  us.
